Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health, 
Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  West  Kesteven  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1969. 

The  vital  statistics  were  again  generally  satisfactory,  though 

the  Stillbirth  rate  remained  rather  high.  Infant  Mortality  was  about 

the  national  average.  The  illegitimacy  rate  remained  low. 

»* 

One  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  notified.  This  was  an  isolated 
case  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  There 
was  one  notification  of  Tuberculosis, 


Action  was  taken  in  one  case  under  The  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act  1951.  An  old  lady  living  alone  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  and  living  in  unsanitary  conditions 
An  Order  was  obtained  for  her  removal  from  home.  She  was  admitted 
to  Hospital  where  she  subsequently  died. 

The  following  comments 'are  included  by  direction  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  s- 


Water  Supply.  This  is  administered  by  the  Neste ven  Water  Board. 


(a)  Generally  speaking  the  supply  was  adequate  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

(b)  During  the  year  177  samples  of  raw  water  and  300  samples 
of  treated  water  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  officials. 
132  of  the  samples  of  raw  water  were  unsatisfactory  and 
12  of  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  unsatisfactory. 

(c)  No  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  contamination. 

(d)  The  results  of  chemical  analyses  are  shown  on  page  13, 

(e)  As  shown  on  page  12  approximately  0.4^  of  the  houses 
in  the  district  are  without  a  piped  water  supply. 

(f)  The  latest  available  figure  for  natural  fluoride  content 
was  0.1  parts  per  million.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

This  year  saw  the  opening  of  the  new  Cold  Stores,  Frozen  Chip  and 
Vegetable  Processing  Factories  at  Easton.  Two  Cold  Stores  were  dompleted 
during  the  year  and  work  commenced  on  the  third,  each  one  containing 
1,250,000  cu.ft.  of  storage  space.  This  has  obviously  added  to  the 
responsibility  of  the  Department  and  increased  the  amount  of  overtime 
carried  out  by  the  Staff  of  the  Department.  Fortunately  most  of  the 
imported  goods  are  inspected  at  the  Port  of  Entry  but  with  the  emphasis 
on  containerised  transport  it  is  envisaged  that  more  and  more  inspections 
will  be  carried  out  by  the  Inland  Authorities. 

This  year  also  saw  the  advent  of  the  long  awaited  Housing  Act 
increasing  the  maximum  Grant  for  works  carried  out  to  improve  property 
to  £1,000  per  dwelling.  This  did  encourage  more  people  to  come  forward 
with  schemes  of  improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  people  still 
will  take  advantage  of  this  offer. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  on  Rodent  Control  that  two  Rat 
Free  Area  Campaigns  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  both  were 
successful.  Tills  is  by  far  the  mast  efficient  way  of  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  rat  infestation  and  if  any  group  of  farmers  wish  to  carry 
out  a  similar  scheme  every  co-operation  will  be  given  by  this  Department 
and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Plans  for  the  new  Gipsy  Site  were  started  and  should  be  ready 
during  1970.  Opposition  to  the  site  must  be  expected  as  these  people  are 
unknown  quantities  to  the  majority  of  the  public  at  large  but  if  the 
children,  can  be  educated  there  is  a  greater  chance  they  can  eventually 
be  taken  out  of  their  present  environment  and  settle  down  in  houses. 

To  have  staff  and  workmen  that  both  work  well  and  are  co-operative, 
apart  from  making  life  easier,  produce  a  much  more  efficient  Department 
and  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  all  those  who  worm 
with  me.  To  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  I  would  express  my  gratitude 
for  their  unfailing  help  over  the  past  year.  Their  local  knowledge  is 
at  all  times  helpful  and  can  save  the  Department  many  hours  of  work  finding 
out  local  information.

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HOUSING 


The  Housing  Act  1969  came  into  operation  daring  the  latter  half  of  the 
year.  This  increased  the  Grant  available  to  £1,000  as  against  £400  previously 
and  for  the  first  time  grand-aid  can  be  given  for  some  repair  work  if 
included  in  a  complete  scheme  for  modernisation.  This  will  be  an  added 
incentive  for  owners  to  improve  their  houses  and  a  Grant  of  £1,000  is  a  more 
realistic  sun  than  the  previous  maximum  of  £400..  Twenty  years  ago  when 
this  scheme  first  started  £400-  was  a  reasonable  figure  but  with  the  increase 
in  the  cost  <5f  living  its  value  became  less  and  less  every  year  and  the  new 
Grant  of  £1 ,000  brings  the  value  of  grant-aid  available  more  in  line  with 
present  costs.  A  national  advertising  campaign  on  the  new  Grants  available 
brought  little  response  and  I  am  confident  that  the  only  way  to  encourage 
people  to  take  advantage  of  this  Grant  is  to  make  a  personal  approach  to 
owners,  members,  I  am  sure,  are  fully  aware  that  this  Council’s  record  for 
Improvement  and  Standard  Grants  is  very  good  and  well  above  the  national 
average,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  776  Improvement  Grants  and  256  Standard 
Grant  applications  had  been  approved  since  the  scheme  first  started. 


tie,  like  other  Authorities,  are  finding  that  fewer  houses  are 
becoming  unfit  and  that  owners  are  more  disposed  to  take  advantage  of  the 
Grant  offered  than  let  the  houses  fall  into  decay.  This  must  have  a  ;reat 
deal  of  bearing  on  the  number  of  now  houses  required  in  the  district  that 
would  otherwise  have  been  necessary  for  the  rehousing  of  tenants  of  unfit 
houses . 


The  County  Council  have  agreed  that  the  Travellers  3ite  be  built  in 
Grantham  and  work  on  the  site  commenced  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 
It  is  proposed  to  provide  standings  for  16  caravans  and  this  should  be 
sufficient  to  deal  with  those  families  who  regularly  reside  in  the  Lines 
and  on  the  grass  verges  in  and  around  Grantham.  Not  .all  will  come  but  I 
am  sure  such  a  site  will  be  welcomed  by  the  majority  of  them,  especially 
those  with  children  of  school  age.  This  is  something  rather  different  - 
not  merely  an  exercise  to  rehouse  existing  families  but  an  effort  to 
rehabilitate  people  into  a  more  static  way  of  life,  to  educate  children, 
and  it  is  hoped  bo  one  day  put  then  into  houses.  There  will  bo  difficultie 
no-one  in  their  wildest  drea  ;is  could  expect  everything  to  be  plain  sailing 
and  a  great  deal  of  patience  will  be  required  when  they  first  move  on. 
■Whatever  else  they  are,  they  are  human  beings,  people  born  in  caravans  who

Unfortunately  these  schemes  will  be  expensive  as  the  Villages  ^re  not  lar^e 
■rd  f  a  strac-vlino-  nature  which  will  increase  the  average  cost  ox  each  house 
Jetton!  AciSlete  sewerage  scheme  in  all  these  Villages  is  necessary  from 
a  public  health  aspect  as  the  present  treatment  of  sewage  leaves  much  to  be 
desired.  The  Villages  have  varying  subsoils,  Belton,  Syston,  S,.r.vS  .  -  4 
liars  ton  being  on  sand,  Bonington  on  ironstone  and  Houghan  on  clay.  ^  ' 

those  subsoils  lend  themselves  to  soakage  from  septic  tank,  -nlthis 
considerable  problem  both  from  the  inconvenience  to  all  the  tenants  -nu  the 
extra  callson  the  use  of  the  Cesspool  Emptying  vehicle  which  has  caused 
headaches  in  the  Department, 

The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  giving  two  free  emptyings  a  year 
for  septic  tanks  and  the  calls  on  the  vehicle  were  as  much  as  ever  even  thou,l 
more  houses  wore  connected  to  the  new  sowers.  Soatovays  must  over  the  years 
become  less  effective  due  to  the  humus  discharged  from  the  septic  t..n.s  otoc.cin0 
up  the  interstices  in  the  subsoil  and  reducing  the  soakage  area. 

The  Council  continued  their  agreement  with  the  Proprietors  of  Tony's  Cafe 
on  the  A.1.  for  the  travelling  public  to  enjoy  the  use  of  the  toilets  proviso, 
by  them  primarily  for  the  convenience  of  their  customers.  Tins  scheme  has  been 
succcssfS  and  has  reduced  the  fouling  of  lay-bys  and  grass  verges  on  the  length 
cf  the  A.1.  passing  through  the  District.  It  is  not  the  complete  answer tooths 
problem  but  at  least  people  passing  through  the  District  on  the  A.1.  h  v 
opportunity  to  use  toilets  rather  than  foul  the  countryside.  I  have  always 
maintained  that  these  are  facilities  which  must  be  pr.  vine,.  on  all  toe  main  roa  .s 
ir  the  country,  and  the  complete  lack  of  them  in  some  areas  creates  pi ^olcms 
both  ?or  toe Votorist  and  the  Local  Authority.  We  have  found  that  to  have 
public  toilets  at  the  larger  Cafes  etc.  is  less  expensive  than  providing  the 
more  traditional  type  of  public  toilets.  These  require  constant  attention 
otherwise  they  can  become  so  fouled  that  the  public  will  not  use  then  and  in  an 
area  of  this  siae  for  Council  employees  to  give  the  required  attention  would 
Saif  a  considerable  amount  of  travelling.  Whereas  at  such  places  as  lony^ 
Cafe,  staff  are  always  available  to  carry  out  cleaning  oi  the  toilets  whenever  . 
the  need  arises.  Like  all  other  establishments  of  this  na.uro  trouole  is 
experienced  from  too  aerosal  paint  sprayers.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  th,t  n. 
complaints  were  received  from  the  public  during  tho  year  01  its  condition. 

The  portable  toilets  were  again  in  demand  during  the  year  and  tove  proved 
extremely  popular  with  organisers  of  fetes  ana  shows.  The  Council  u  -  g' 
small  charge  on  the  hiring  of  these  for  both  inside  and  outsiee  users,  mam  y 
to  defray  the  cost  of  carting  and  collecting.

During  the  year  no  progress  was  made  on  a  more  frequent  collection  of  refuse 
and  a  fortnightly7 collection  was  still  in  operation.  The  Council  did,  however, 

that  the  County  Council  Works  Study  Department  should  be  asked  to  produce 
-"report  on  a  weekly  collection  incorporating  a  bonus  scheme  for  the  men. .  This 
survey  is  beinr  carried  out  in  all  Local  Authorities  m  it  steven  ana  tno  information 
S-^ined  over  such  a  wide  area  should  eventually  produce  a  very  comprehensive  and 
workable  scheme.  For  many  years  I  have  advocated  the  introduction  01 
collection  and  this  Works  Study  report  is  definitely  ,  step  in  then.-  ir^cti 
anr]  I  sincerely  hope  that  it  will  eventually  produce  a  scheme  accept^ole  to  the 
Co^eil'.  Obviously  it  will  cost  more  than  the  present  fortnightly  collection. 

There  is  no  financial  return  from  refuse  collection  except  m  a  s  ...11  way.^fro.^ 
s  Lvage  but  it  is  a  service  that  the  ratepayer  must  pay . for.  ^any  complaints  are 
received  over  the  telephone  from  residents  in  the  district  that  cne  service  is 
from  satisfactory  and  that  a  weekly  collection  is  necessary  an.  people  in  ful  y 
centrally  heated  houses  arc  certainly  at  a  disadvantage  an.,  iron  the  otate  01 
bins  from  the  houses  that  do  not  enjoy  this  amenity  it  does  appear  that  everyone 
should  have  a  weekly  collection.  Filthy  bins,  some  crawling  wita  maggo  m  . 
not  help  to  recruit  labour. 

The  tip  at  Ropsleey  is  used  only  for  hardcore  and  has  proved  most  popular 
and  very  useful.  The  situtation  of  this  old  quarry  is  such  that  if  it  gets  on 
fire  it  would  create  a  definite  smoke  hazard  on  the  adjacent  roar,  ana  there  is 
always  the  risk  of  these  tips  firing  either  by  spontaneous  combustion  or  being 
ivnited  by  persons  unknown,  and  for  this  reason  it  was  never  considerec  as  a  tip 
for  household  refuse.  The  use  of  this  old  quarry  has  meant  that  the  other  tips 
have  not  boon  used  for  hardcore  and  more  space  saved  for  ordinary  refuse,  bo 
popular  and  useful  has  this  tip  proved  that  when  it  is  full  another  one  mil  be 
found  to  be  used  for  a  similar  purpose.  Like  all  Authorities  we  suiter ou  iron  no 
misuse  of  tips  by  unauthorised  persons  -  fencing  broken  down  an.  loads  Yippee 
outside  the  perimeter.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  it  is  imperative  that  these 
tips  be  kept  locked  otherwise  someone  will  tip  a  load  right  m^ho  entrance  and 
block  the  access  for  other  vehicles  wishing  to  use  the  tips,  rhe . key  is  availab  e 
at  the  office  and  this  can  be  obtained  on  request,  and  residents  m  the  District 
can  use  the  tips  free  of  charge.  People  from  outside  the  District  pay  a  ice  of 

10/-  for  each  load  tipped. 

During  the  summer  months  we  did  supplement  the  emptying  of  litter  oins  at 
lay-bys  on  the  A.1.  by  carrying  out  a  Su  y  collection,  the  cost  of  which  was 
defrayed  by  the  County  Council.  This  is  a  busy  road  especially  during  ohc  tourist 
season  and  with  the  Sunday  collection,  and  two  during  the  week  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  themselves,  a  good  standard  has  been  maintained  on  the  lay-bys. 

It  would  of  course  help  if  people  would  use  the  bins  provided  rather  man  throw 

the  litter  on  the  floor. 

Wt  still  had  trouble  from  the  litter  louts  who  would  rather  dispose  of  their 
rubbish  on  the  grass  verges  than  take  it  home  and  let  it  be  collects; .  with  the 
household  refuse.  This  is  always  a  source  of  annoyance  but  1  must  coni ess  tea t  1 
am  .vet tin-**  resigned,  to  such  people  and  feel  that  they  have  io  be  acceptoa  li’me  an 
infectious  disease.  Notice  .  ive  been  erected  on  those  roads  most  frequently  us 
as  dumping  grounds  but  this  has  been  no  deterrent  and  I  an  beginning  to  ieel  there 
is  no  solution  to  this  menace.''  The  Refuse  Collectors  will  pic  :  up  any  oul.gy

this  Authority. 

The  Salvage  deturn,  shows  a  marked  increase  on  the  mot urn  for  tme  previous 
-  ir  and  this  is  inly  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  prices  paid  for  was  e 
paper  and  salvage.  ;  If  the  profits  fr  lvage  goes  to  the  aen  in  the  form  ox 
bonus  and  this  is  obviously  an  incentive. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  the  men  carry  out 
th  ir  work.  During  the  year  a  letter  was  received  from  a  arish  Council  expressing 
the  appreciation  of  the  Parish  for  the  helpful  and  cheerful  *ny  the  Collectors^ 
carry  out  their  work.  This  is  encouraging  to  the  men  who  have  not  one  of  the  ocst 
iobs  in  the  world  but  one  that  .is  so  essential  bo  the  community,  and  it  is  also 
T-tifvin  •  that  the  collection  is  parried  out  so  efficiently  with  practically  .o 
supervision.  Some  complaints  were  received',  this  is  inevitable,  an  e  ich  one  was 
followed  up  aiid.stops  taken  to  ensure  that  it  did  not  happen  again.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Again  the  treatment  of  rats*  nice  and  insect  infestation  has  been  carried 
out  on  contract  by  Messrs.  Rentokil  Limited*  and  the  contract  has  included  the 
treatment  of  Refuse  Tins  and  Sewage  Disposal  Plants.  The  survey  of  all  farms 
in  the  District  was  completed  in  March  and  must  have  'one  some  good  as  a 
personal  chat  to  occupiers  is  far  more  effective  than  circular  letters*  and  more 
interest  can  be  aroused. 


During  the  year  farmers  on  part  of  the  Easton  Estate  and  at  the  Harr  wby 
Land  Settlements  were  invited  to  join  a  campaign  t  set  up  Rat  roc  Areas.  In 
both  instances  these  were  not  large  areas*  only  about  12  farms  being  included 
in  each  with  the  exception  that  the  Easton  campaign  included  two  large  food 
preparing  factories  who  were  only  too  wiling  to  c  >- operate.  The  linistiy  of 
Agriculture*  Fisheries  and  Fuod  co-operated  fully  and  an  inaugural  meeting  was 
called  to  which  all  the  farmers  in  the  area  were  invited.  Films  were  shown 
and  a  general  talk  was  given  as  to  what  and  where  to  do  it*  followed  by  a 
discussion  during  which  questions  wore  answered.  Both  these  schemes  war 


successful  and  I  Jo  wonder  whether  small 


better  than  large  ones  which  cannot  bo  given  tt 


acentrated  schemes  such  as  these  are 
same  amount  of  supervision.

These  figures  show  that  the  number  of  premises  treated  for  rat  infestation 


was  an  increase  of  over  250%  for  the  previous  year,

this  size  at  least  one  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  required.  I  cannot  c  ipl.i.n 
of  the  service  given  by  the  Contractors  but  they  are  only  aealing  with  c  iplaints

One  rat  can  oat  10/-  worth  of  food  each  year  and  a  full-time  Opera u  r  ci  uld 
very  soon  justify  his  existence.
